At every 
quarter of a mile there was a castle 
with a garrison of troops. Beacon lights 
and signals were used, and on an at- 
tack, whether by day or by night, the 
news was at once flashed up and down 
the wall from sea to sea.

We find frequent references to the 


umbrella in the-Greek poets, forits use 
v.'as quite fashionable among women of 
high rank in Greece.' .Inthp middle ages 
.it wtis au.emblem of rank in the church. 
UmbrellaB.were .carriei- oycr^cardinals; 
aiid bishops 'irTsolenin processions; and 
all of the large cathedrals owned one or 
inoro umbrellas that were kept for use 
ou'8uch occasions. 


The Chinese adopted the»nmbrella at 


a very early period in their history, and 
for many centuries wore the only-people 
that did not confine its use to the king 
and princes of tho blood. However, they 
permitted only men of wealth and high 
position to carry, them. Tho common 
people protected themselves from the 
elements by making their hats broad 
and umbrella shaped. 


From the time that they established 


their empire tho Japanese have made 
much use of. the umbrella. It is also 
used throTighont India, -but it is a mark 
of rank iu Burma and Siam. One of 
the titles of the king of Burma is Lord 
of the Twenty-four Umbrellas. He uses 
Uvhite silk umbrellas, and no other per- 
son is permitted to use a white one. 
The princes of the blood each have, as 
a mark of distinction, two gilt um- 
brellas, with .handles 10 or 15 -feet in 
length 
Tho other officers'of the state 


have but one. 


From early drawings it seems proba- 


ble that the umbrella was introduced 
into Europe in the fourteenth century, 
but it did not come into general use un- 
til about 1700.—Philadelphia Press. 


A New Point In Insurance. 


The ingenuity of some insurance com- 


panies in devising ways and means for 
evading responsibility is equaled by 
nothing on earth. A claim was recently 
made against nn accident insurance com- 
pany for indemnity by a physician who 
had met with an injury, in a very pecul- 
iar fashion. He had been ill as the re- 
sult of an accident received some time 
previous, but was partly recovered. 
While driving ho was seized with a 
spasm, and grea* exhaustion overcame 
him. He stopped his horse and proceed- 
ed to administer a hypodermic injection 
of some powerful stimulant to which-he 
resorted in such emergencies. Just as 
he was about to insert the needle his 
horse started. The needle was driven 
deep into the flesh, inflicting a severe 
and painful injury. He sued for indem- 
nity, he being disabled for 22 weeks. 
The judge dismissed the complaint on 
the ground that tho injury was not 
caused through external violent and ac- 
cidental means in tho intent and pur- 
pose of the policy. This decision will 
strike the average thinking individual 
as somewhat peculiar. If a, mishap due 
to the sudden starting of a horse is not 
an accident, it might bo interesting to 
know, how the word coukl be defined.

Women and Insurance. 


Only about eight or nine of tho life 


insurance companion of tho country in- 
snre women at tho same rates as men. 
A considerably larger number 'insure 
women, but charge them an additional 
$5 per $1,000, and" still more even, do 
not insure women at all. It is the opin- 
ion of those qualified to speak \that the 
companies charging tho excess rate are 
not justified in doing so and that the 
practice will not Inrrj be continued. 
The mortality rate experienced among 
its women insurers by one well known 
company has been about 80 per cent of 
what was expected, and it has insured 
several women for the full amount it 
will issue on any one life — that is, $50,- 
000. 
The heretofore unfavorable atti- 


tude of insurance companies toward 
women has been due undoubtedly to tho 
fact that few if any women had an in- 
sxirable interest, but that day has passed. 
As the avenues of occupations have 
widened thousands of women today 
are the sole support of children or par- 
ents, and those thus dependent on . them 
need the protection of insurance .aa 
much as if tho family breadwinner 
wore a mau. 


A Hamming Bird'* Umbrella. 


In front of a window where I worked 


last Eninmer was a butternut tree.. A 
humming bird built her nest on a limb 
that grew near the window, nnd we 
had an opportunity to watch her close- 
ly. In fact, we could look right into 
the nest. One day when there was a 
heavy shower coming up, we thought 
we would see if she covered her young 
during the rain.

United States, will retire from the 
White Honee to-day without regret on 
the part of nine-tenths of the people 
whose votes placed him in that exalted 
position. 
Twelve years ago, having 


been elefcted by tho people who tired of 
Republican rale, he was inaugurated 
President. Under his administration 
the treasury was overburdened with 
money paid by the people by reason of 
artificial prices placed upon many of 
the necessar'es of life. Then he said 
"it waa a condition not a theory" that 
confronted us. The people wei e being 
overtaxed and the revenues of the 
government were far in excess of its 
legitimate expenditures. This encour- 
aged extravagance in public affairs and 
he recommended that the condition be 
changed by legislation 
He was popu- 


lar with the masses, but the gold trust, 
which was intent on making every dol- 
lar of tbe bundreds of millions which it 
controlled more valuable, caught bis 
ear and after that he was deaf to all 
«ppeala of the masses. He was reuom- 
inated for President but as the value 
of dollars increased while the puce of 
commodities proportionately decreased 
he was defeated at the polls, the people 
believing that a change of administra- 
tion would be beneficial to the country. 
President Harrison succeeded Cleve- 
land, but did not change his financial 
policy, contenting 
himself with in- 


creasing the tariff, and the treasury, 
which 
was very plethoric wben he 


entered th£ White Houss was nearly 
empty when he left it. Mr. Cleveland 
was a second time pitted against Mr. 
Harrison for the Presidency and as 
times went from bad to worse under 
Harrison Cleveland waa again elected, 
the people foolishly behaving that a 
change of parties would restore pros- 
perity without changing tue financial 
policy of the administration. 
Last 


year Mr, Cleveland dropped his Demo- 
cratic mask, under wbicti he had been 
masquerading, and showed that tbere 
was no difference detween bis policy 
and that of the Republicans except 
about ten per cent m the tariff sched- 
ules. 


To-day Mr. Cleveland vaea^es the 


White House with, according to report, 
with nearly as many millions as he bnd 
thousands when he entered it. He is 
dispised and detested, perhaps, more 
than anybody who ever held as high an 
office in this or any other country. 
Only the gold men, who have no party, 
and who found him a willing instru- 
ment to enforce tbeir policy, pretend 
to respect him, and they must secretly 
detest him for bartering the interests 
of the country to enrich himself. 


But tbe retirement of Cleveland to 


private life unfortunately does not end 
the policy which'he fastened on the 
government. His successor is com- 
mitted by platform and declaration to 
that policy, and while tbere is a change 
of tenants in tbe White House tbe gold 
tru°t controls tbe new occupant as it 
did the old one, and the people must 
submit to tbe financial dictation of tbe 
European gold kings under McKialey 
as they did under Cleveland until 
forbearance ceases to be a virtue and 
they rise in their might and assert their 
independence from foreign domination. 
We should enforce tbe Monroe doctrine 
in tbe United Slates as well as in 
Venezuela, and permit no European 
interference by European gold dealers 
or their agents in our domestic affairs.

Commissioners' Proceedings. 


The Board of County Commissioners 


met yesterday as a board to transact 
the business of the lieno town govern- 
ment., as provided by law. 


The first business was a petition pre- 


sented by the teachers of our public 
schools and other citizens asking that 
a P. Board of Health be prescribed by
